High School to cancel the feasibility study for replacing 
the school's HVAC system. Even though Rochester voters 
had approved their share of the proposed study, the 
money now needs to be returned to the general fund since 
the school has postponed plans for the project.

total of SEMASS payments for 2003 to tfie Town of 
Rochester to $2,956 million — which is slightly higher 
than 2002, even despite a temporary shutdown mid-year 
due to a fire at the facility 

At 7:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Soil Conservation Board and the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) to discuss the establishment of a Soil Board 
Agent position. According to Soil Board Chairman Ronald 
Belrose, he feels the position is needed because there's no 
one available during the day to inspect the properties or 
enforce violations in town. 

"I work six days a week, and we need to do 
inspections four times a year,'' Mr. Belrose said. "We're 
going to try to put together a three four-hour day sched- 
ule ... meeting twice a month (with the board). We have 
no voice, we have no staff whatsoever." 

"I think the Soil Board Agent would be a good 
addition to the town as a working person," added Soil 
Board member Gary Florindo. "Instead of putting the 
burden on the clerks at Town Hall. We all work, so we 
can't be answering questions (during the day). But having 
someone here three days a week, they'd be able to go over 
the rules and regulations with them." 

"One of the assets that the Town of Rochester has 
is the very soil it sits on," Mr. Huntoon said. "Every time I 
see a truckload go by, I wonder if they have a permit. It's 
not under my authority, but you sort of wonder." 

Selectman Laboa asked if the Soil Board's current

fee structure would support the position. 

"We're going to have to look at the fee structure/' 
Mr. Belrose said. "We might not be able to adjust the fees 
to cover all the (hours) we're asking for ... but we'll look at 
them." According to Mr. Belrose, Rochester has an esti- 
mated 20 active Earth Removal Permits at any given time, 
most of which are related to construction projects outside 
of town. 

"If the existing fees can cover this, we'd like to see 
that," said Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman 
Michael Costa. 

"One of the things I'd like to see if the position is 
created is more of an enforcement factor," said Selectman 
Nunes. 

"I would think, given time, once the people 
holding permits see we're enforcing (the by-laws), it 
would detract them (from violations)," Chairman Parker 
added. 

With verbal support from the Board of Selectmen 
and FinCom, the Soil Board is planning to plea their case 
for a Soil Board Agent at the next Town Meeting. "As a 
board we're not looking at wholesale changes, but we'd 
rather ease them in," Mr. Belrose said. 

Resident Antonio Sol praised the efforts of the 
Soil Board in pushing to enforce the town's existing Earth 
Removal By-Laws, claiming that in the past many viola- 
tions were either overlooked or ignored. "I want to 
applaud these men for what they're doing," Mr. Sol said.

'T just don't think we'll see 400 people (at Town 
Meeting) for a while," Chairman Parker added. 

• Received notice that the Annual Herring 
Meeting will be held on Wednesday, February 25 at 4:30 
pm at the Mattapoisett Town Hall. "They just set up the 
rules of how they're going to catch (the herring) and when 
they're going to distribute," Mr. Huntoon said. 

Under Old Business, Selectmen Chairman and 
Town Clerk Naida Parker again revisited the issue of 
Town Accountant Claudette Coutu's recent refusal to sign 
a Personnel Action Form (PAF) to increase part-time Town 
Clerk's employee Loraine McCombe's position to over 20 
hours until both the Personnel Board and Finance Com- 
mittee approved the measure. At the board's last meeting, 
Ms. Parker asked that Ms. Coutu be reprimanded for 
"harassing" Ms. McCombe and overstepping her author- 
ity as Town Accountant. 

"I make a motion again that we reprimand Ms. 
Coutu for exceeding her authority as Town Accountant 
and for harassment in making an issue of Ms. McCombe's 
age," Chairman Parker said, adding that the latter charge 
comes in the wake of comments she made during a 
FinCom meeting last week. 

According to Ms. Parker, Ms. Coutu said she was 
concerned that Ms. McCombe would not remain in the 
position long due to her age, which would force them to 
then hire a person with benefits. "I did talk to (Ms. 
McCombe) and she was upset ... that (Ms. Coutu) men- 
tioned she was too old to do the job," Mr. Huntoon said. 

"I will give (Ms. Coutu) the benefit of the doubt," 
Selectman Nunes said. "But I was kind of surprised that 
the Personnel Board said they didn't have to vote on it as 
a board."

man Laboa said. "The board said they gave him permis- 
sion to act without a meeting ... but I don't think the 
chairman should be making decisions on behalf of the 
board.'' 

"(Ms. Coutu) accepts (Personnel Action Forms) on 
a regular basis without a (full vote) of the Personnel 
Board/' Chairman Parker said. "There is adequate money 
in the budget ... the Town Accountant's position is not a 
policy-making position. If she has a problem with the 
Personnel By-Laws, she needs to bring those changes 
(before Town Meeting)." 

When pressed to second Ms. Parker's motion. 
Selectman Laboa declined. "I would not support that 
unless I had Ms. McCombe and Ms. Coutu before this 
board at the same time," he said. 

"It's not my impression that Ms. Coutu is out to 
get Ms. McCombe ... or that she's intentionally trying to 
harass this woman," Selectman Nunes said. ''My impres- 
sion is her actions were in good faith." 

"The Town Accountant's job (under state law) is 
to determine whether an expenditure is illegal, fraudu- 
lent, or if it exceeds the budget," Chairman Parker said. 
"That's all. She is not supposed to be setting policy." 

"Why does this have to be settled with a letter in 
someone's file?"

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before Fd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small, relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain ''bird ori- 
ented'' and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

were postponed due to a lack of a quorum within the committee. 
On both occasions, interested residents outnumbered the 
committee members present. 

Selectman Steve Lombard told Mr. Kelleher not to 
return to the board without the full information on the proposed 
project. Arnold Cestari, an abutter to the project, said there was a 
mandate that the business plan would be developed by May 
2003. "Now it's January (2004),'' he said. 

Mr. Cestari said he had written a letter requesting 
answers and has never received any. "I am concerned about the 
project going forward without answers," he said. 

"It's not going to Town Meeting without providing the 
answers," Selectman Lombard said. "It will delay (the path) 
further and further and it will fade into oblivion." 

Mr. Cestari said there was a "bias" with the committee. 
"How are they going to present cost factors against the benefits? 
A move by the majority (of the committee) to remove abutters 
(from the committee) is a conflict," he said, citing the (recusing) 
of (Selectmen Chairman) Barry Denham as an example. 

Selectman Lombard said voters go to Town Meeting 
with special interests but it was up to the rest of the citizens to 
"keep an eye on it." Selectman Raymond Andrews said a 
minority dissension vote could be presented. 

Other questions that surfaced at the meeting included 
one from Selectman Lombard concerning a hydrology study for 
Eel Pond, something Selectman Lombard said was badly needed 
to determine the flow of water in and out of the marshes. He 
said the Coast Guard needs to be informed about the proposed 
50-foot bridge span over the marsh because the Coast Guard has 
jurisdiction over such waterways. 

It was brought out that State Representative William 
Straus (D-Mattapoisett) was in Washington, DC consulting with

On October 7, 2003, the Board of Directors of the 
Community Foundation voted to aw^ard $3,110 to the Town of 
Marion for the benefit of low-income homeowners to help them 
pay their real estate taxes. Fourteen homeowners were awarded 
between $200 and $320 to assist them with their taxes. This grant 
money was from the Marion Community Fund.

The following is taken from the minutes of the 
Mattapoisett Housing Partnership Committee of June 10, 2003 
under Old Business: ''Sub-committee review: Steve Vaitses 
reported on the Brandt Island Project for Ray Andrews. He 
stated that Elizabeth Leidhold has walked the property and she 
said that the property upland should be buildable on the 
western side with more lowland on the eastern side adjacent to 
the Mahoney property with sufficient acreage/' 

With having an enormous amount of respect for those 
citizens who give of their time to serve on Town Committees, it 
saddens us to have to expose to the residents of Mattapoisett 
what has been transpiring over the last few months. 

Just by chance a resident of the Brandt Island area 
happened upon surveyors on town property. He inquired as to 
what they were doing. The response was, "affordable housing." 
Of course, this opened up Pandora's Box. After many inquiries, 
we came upon the Mattapoisett Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee, which had been meeting since March of 2002. When minutes 
of their meetings were requested, they could not produce them, 
with the exception of four months. At this time we did not know 
how long the committee had been in existence. We later found 
out (exactly?) how many months of minutes were missing. 

This was reported to the Plymouth County District 
Attorney's office, as it is a clear-cut violation of the Open 
Meeting Law. This committee was given ten days to produce 
approximately 19 meetings' worth of minutes (we say approxi- 
mately because the committee themselves couldn't exactly 
determine when they met). 

On December 16, 2003, the committee met to put 
together the missing minutes, residents of the Leisure Shores

area were present, and we were told not to ask any questions 
until they had finished their work. We sat patiently for alraost 
two hours until we were allowed to ask questions or make any 
coraraents. At that time, we directed a question to Selectman 
Ray Andrews, who sits on the committee, as to the appointment 
status of all members on the committee. He stated that everyone 
was up-to-date with their appointments. They were not. Mr. 
Stephen E. Vaitses' term (the chairman) had expired April 30, 
2003. 

In essence, everything that committee had done since 
May 1, 2003 was null and void. If you are not sworn in, you have 
no legal right to vote or even make a motion. The major point is 
that no one on that committee knew Mr. Vaitses' term had 
expired. The date of this meeting was December 16, 2003. 

On December 18, 2003, Mr. Vaitses was sworn in. The 
appointment slip is dated December 15, 2003, the day before 
they even knew his term had expired. This appointment slip is 
signed by all three Selectmen. The can claim they put the wrong 
date on the appointment slip, but it is very clear this was done 
so that the minutes of (December 16) and the missing minutes 
could be sent into the state. 

We believe that it is time to start holding people 
accountable, what was done is fraud and it is now in the hands 
of the State Ethics Commission. We're tired of the arrogance, and 
the above-the-law attitude that our elected officials display. 

Taxpayers and citizens, please keep in mind that we are 
concerned about 33 acres of town property — one of if not the 
largest parcels left owned by the town.

Threepenny at Tabor 

When Bertolt Brecht and Kurt Weill's Threepenny 
Opera, a variation on John Gay's The Beggar's Opera (1728) 
opened in Berlin in 1928, it quickly became the most 
popular play of the Weimar Republic. Much has been 
written about Brecht's evolving "epic theater" of alien- 
ation as well as of his intent in writing the show. While 
some feel that the play attacks the provisional govern- 
ment in Germany, others see it as an attack on the bour- 
geois class and their traditional values such as Wagnerian 
opera. Most agree, however, that the play is a bitter 
indictment of capitalism which places business and profit 
above all human relationships. Indeed, no loyalties exist 
in the play between husband and wife, parent and child.

brother and brother. 

The play is set in London and revolves around 
several locales: Peachum's shop where the proprietor and 
his wife train beggars to be money-makers, Mac's hideout 
where he rules the criminal element in Soho, and the 
streets themselves which are peopled with paupers and 
prostitutes. Peachum and Mac fight over Peachum's 
daughter, Polly, who slips away and marries Mac. In an 
attempt to dethrone Mac, the Peachums convince a 
prostitute, one who carries his baby, to accept money and 
turn him in whereupon Polly takes over Mac's gang. By 
the play's end, however, Mac is pardoned and disorder is 
restored. Through bleak irony and satire, Brecht shows his 
audience that they can turn off the disadvantaged and 
tune out the poor world; his hope is that they will think 
about the play — rather than feel for its characters — and 
then change the nature of their society to promote greater 
equality. 

When it first opened, the play encountered many 
difficulties. Its female lead was two weeks late returning 
from her husband's funeral, and her replacement had to 
learn the show in four days. A third lead came down with 
appendicitis. Yet another refused to sing her signature 
song. Names were left off the program, the debut was 
thought to be 45 minutes too long, and no one in the 
audience responded to the show until the "Cannon Song" 
of the second act. In revising the script, which he was still 
doing during rehearsals, one of the last numbers Brecht

The group was also addressed by ORR School 
Superintendent Dr. William Cooper on the upcoming 
Comcast contract negotiations. The new high school has a 
whole television studio, now used for random storage. 
The Comcast ten-year contract is up for negotiation. They 
cannot negotiate price, that is set statewide, but they have 
the unique opportunity to negotiate what options and 
services are available to the towns' educational system. 
Dr. Cooper has proposed to seek Comcast to finance: 

• An education channel located at ORR and 
operated by a separate 501-C3 Board of Directors. This 
would permit live and taped broadcasts to the cable- 
equipped homes in the three towns of the many items (34) 
noted on the sheets distributed, e.g. student produced 
news and documentaries, drama productions, sporting 
events, awards /graduation; 

• Broadcasting equipment: cameras plus all of the 
peripheral equipment necessary to broadcast and manage 
a minor television station; and 

• Personnel: two full-time employees — one 
station master and one teacher.

Monster. Starring Charlize Theron and Christina Ricci. 
Directed by Patty Jenkins. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Monster is a real-life horror movie — of the small but presti- 
gious serious-true-crime-film genre — that deserves to stand along- 
side Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer and In Cold Blood. This particular 
story has inspired books, a TV movie {Overkill, starring Jean 
Smart), two documentaries by Nick Broomfield, and even an 
opera. What is there left to say about Aileen Wuornos, who 
confessed in 1991 to the highway murders of seven men? A 
prostitute with a terribly harsh backstory, Wuornos lashed out at 
the world, at anything that threatened her one chance at love — her 
relationship with lover Tyria Moore, who ended up betraying her 
to the police by taping a phone call in which Wuornos talked about 
her crimes. 

Writer/ director Patty Jenkins focuses on this doomed love in 
a loveless life. Aileen (Charlize Theron), when we meet her as an 
adult, has been hooking since she was thirteen. Men disgust her, 
because she sees the worst of them at their worst. She denies she's 
a lesbian, but when she meets the tiny, girlish Selby (a fictionalized 
Tyria, well-played by Christina Ricci in a change-of-pace optimis- 
tic role), something in her is moved. She wants to take care of Selby, 
enacting a husband role — Selby will stay home (she can't work 
with her arm in a cast) while Aileen goes out and makes money by 
turning tricks. When one of her johns (Lee Tergesen of Oz, letting 
his freak flag fly) goes psycho on her, she kills him in self-defense. 
The other six men she kills do little to earn it except picking her up 
and having money — and she needs money to keep Selby fed. 

The real triumph of Charlize Theron's performance, aside 
from the cosmetic transformation you Ve heard too much about, is 
that she lets us understand Aileen's murderous determination 
while never romanticizing it or excusing it. This is, undoubtedly, 
a severely damaged personality at the end of her rope, and Theron 
makes Aileen realistically frightening and unreachable at times. 
Murder in her hands is certainly not cool. Two of her encounters 
with men — Pruitt Taylor Vince as a hapless, stammering trucker 
and Scott Wilson as a good Samaritan — come to surprising and 




resonant ends, and Theron's face registers Aileen's disgust with 
her company, her world, herself. 

This could be the simple story of an abused woman who 
finally snapped; her beating and torture at the hands of her first 
victim may shock the unshockable, particularly the sadistic use of 
rubbing alcohol after Aileen has been violated by a stick. Yet 
Jenkins' handling of the murder that follows doesn't have a re- 
motely victorious tone. Aileen is one of the lost, one of the people 
for whom nothing will ever go right (there's a mid-film montage of 
Aileen pathetically applying for various jobs), and her killings 
don't have the ring of empowerment but the predetermined knell 
of a descent further into hell. She goes home to her lover after one 
murder, pausing to wash off the blood in the hotel shower. Past a 
certain point, if Selby doesn't know where all of Aileen's money is 
coming from, it's probably because she doesn't want to know. 

Theron also catches the nervous, creepy aliveness of Aileen, 
something I noticed while watching the actual person in 
Broomfield's 1992 documentary Aileen Wuornos: The Selling of a 
Serial Killer. Aileen, who was executed in October 2002, was no 
dimwit; she was terribly emotionally stunted, as Monster acknowl- 
edges on several occasions, including Aileen's infamous court- 
room tirade (having seen the real Aileen delivering the obscenities 
in Broomfield's film, I can attest that Theron duplicates the mo- 
ment precisely). Aileen's answer to just about everything was a 
closed fist. Though Aileen later repudiated her own earlier claims 
that all of her murders had been in self-defense. Monster looks 
deeper and sees a life lived in self-defense.

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Being Accountable

They say there are only two sure things in life: death and taxes. 
Well, maybe there's something to be said for small-town interde- 
partmental feuds, too. 

In fact, you can almost account, er, count on them. 

Here's the latest dirt to come out of Rochester without the ben- 
efit of either truck or Earth Removal Permit. When Town Clerk and 
Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker recently lost longtime employee 
Helena Brown to retirement, she opted to bump up part-time em- 
ployee Loraine McCombe from 15 to 20 hours a week instead of 
hiring a replacement for Ms. Brown. The money allocated for the 
previous two part-time Town Clerk's positions (25 hours total) would 
easily cover the position. Fair enough. 

Only this increase in hours would now make Ms. McCombe 
eligible for insurance benefits, vacation and sick time, totaling $6,000 
to $7,000 a year — a fact which Town Accountant Claudette Coutu 
promptly pointed out. Also, fair enough. 

But Ms. McCombe, who retired after years with the U.S. Postal 
Service, had no need to take advantage of the benefits since she 
already is covered via her federal retirement package. Sounds like a 
good deal for everyone. 

It also sounded like a good deal to the Board of Selectmen, 
which approved the increase in Ms. McCombe's hours as per a re- 
quest from Ms. Parker in her capacity as Town Clerk. And in keep- 
ing with past practice. Personnel Board Chairman Paul Hughes gave 
his endorsement to the change in position on behalf of his board. 

Typically such job changes or hirings under the Rochester Per- 
sonnel By-Laws require the signatures of a department head (Town 
Clerk Naida Parker), the Personnel Board or Personnel Officer (Paul 
Hughes), the Board of Selectmen Chairman, and the Town Accoun- 
tant. Despite having garnered the approval of the first three, how- 
ever, Ms. Coutu declined to sign Ms. McCombe 's Employee Action 
Form (EAF) until the Finance Committee (FinCom) also weighed in 
on the matter. 

You see, Ms. Coutu is not only Town Accountant but also a 
voting member of the FinCom. 
Still with me? Good. 

Alternately exchanging her hats as both Town Clerk and Se- 
lectmen Chairman, Ms. Parker then asked her fellow board mem- 
bers to support a letter of reprimand to be placed in Ms. Coutu's file 
for "exceeding her authority" and "harassing" Ms. McCombe. Ms. 
Parker maintained that Ms. Coutu's job responsibilities as Town 
Accountant under Massachusetts General Laws (MGL) Chapter 41, 
Sections 50-55, are restricted solely to ensuring that requested ex- 
penditures are not "illegal, fraudulent, or in excess of the town bud- 
get," she said. 

Given that this job change was well within those parameters 
and already had the other three required endorsements, she felt Ms. 
Coutu was attempting to affect personnel policy and, in short, was 
"overstepping her bounds." 

To gum up the works further, although Ms. McCombe's 20- 
hour hike had been approved as of this writing, Ms. Parker pressed 
the reprimand issue again at the most recent Selectmen's meeting. 



alleging that Ms. Coutu subsequently commented at a public meet- 
ing on Ms. McCombe's age as a factor in whether or not she will be 
able to continue in the position. 

"I make a motion again that we reprimand Ms. Coutu for ex- 
ceeding her authority as Town Accountant and for harassment in 
making an issue of Ms. McCombe's age," Chairman Parker said at 
the meeting. 

"There was no negative comment made in regard to (Ms. 
McCombe's) age and her capability of doing the job," Ms. Coutu 
said. "I'm not the type of person that will just sign something to 
sign it. I like to make sure that all my bases are covered and that I do 
the same thing from one department head to the other. I basically 
follow the same guidelines for everyone." 

Although she wasn't present when the alleged remark about 
her age was made and she maintains that she doesn't have any ani- 
mosity towards Ms. Coutu, Ms. McCombe did confront her about 
the comment: "Somebody had already told me that she said I was 
old, so I asked her what she said. She said: T was not referring to 
you personally, I was saying that you are old and you don't know if 
you can work the 20 hours or you can do the job. And if something 
happens, then somebody else will have to be hired and probably 
(require) the full benefits.'" 

"You can't do that — it's illegal, it's not appropriate," Ms. Parker 
said. "And whether (Ms. McCombe) can do this job or not, it's up to 
me to decide." 

Since Ms. McCombe's Employee Action Form has been ap- 
proved, what lingers in the cramped, confined spaces of the Roch- 
ester Town Hall is the bitter aftertaste of resentment and the throb- 
bing toes which have been stepped on one too many times. It ap- 
parently all comes down to politics as usual. 

"You really need a Personnel Administrator to coordinate things 
here," admitted Town Administrator James Huntoon, who once 
served in that capacity but stepped aside to make way for the Per- 
sonnel Board. "Some of these boards are becoming policy-making 
boards ... and it's not their job." 

Indeed, I would have to concur that a Finance Committee should 
be dealing with town finances, a Town Accountant should be keep- 
ing close tabs on the town's accounts, and all personnel matters — 
be they new hires or changes in status — should come under the 
purview of the Personnel Board and /or Personnel Administrator. 
Whether or not Ms. Coutu exceeded her authority in this case re- 
mains to be seen — both she and Ms. McCombe have been asked to 
come before the Board of Selectmen on Monday, February 2 to air 
things out. 

But just as Ms. Parker is stepping down from her Selectman's 
seat to devote more time to her Town Clerk's duties, I think Ms. 
Coutu's sitting on the FinCom as a voting member bears some reex- 
amination, too. After all, Marion Town Accountant Karen Gomez is 
not involved with the Marion FinCom at all, and Mattapoisett Town 
Accountant Judith Mooney serves as only an ad hoc, non-voting 
member of the Mattapoisett FinCom. 

To me, that's the best way of keeping everyone accountable.

Mattapoisett Library Grant 

At the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners (MBLC) regular monthly meeting recently, they 
announced Construction Grant Awards totaling 
$38,249,194 for 21 public libraries across the Common- 
wealth in the 2000-2001 Grant Round — $1,575 million of 
which has been earmarked for the Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library. 

Although each of the 21 libraries has until May 
15, 2005 to formally accept these awards, Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library Trustees expect to be able to sign a 
contract within the next few months. 

Town voters approved bonding $500,000 while 
the library's Capital Campaign Steering Committee has 
raised $1.45 million in donations and pledges to date from 
a 2003 town-wide mailing that raised $59,364 to many 
larger gifts contributed by private citizens, local busi-
